Claims 1-5, 11-13, 32, 34, 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Tormala et al. 

Tormala et al teach a bioabsorbable web (abstract). 1-200 urn fibers are 
specified (column 3 line 65). A pore size of 30-1000 urn is disclosed (column 4 line 4). 
BIOGLASS is specified (column 4, line 59). (Applicants stipulate the same as a silicate- 
containing calcium phosphate glass - page 4, line 18). Polyglycolide and bioactive 
glass fibers in the web is disclosed (column 5 lines 37-38). Ratios of two different fibers 
are specified (column 5 line 51 , column 6 line 1 7).
